It is an undeniable fact that the source of all knowledge is Almighty Allah, 
Who made this universe and created man to populate it. Who else but Him 
can know the realities of this universe. Who else possesses the knowledge of 
human nature and its true elements? The Creator alone knows His creatures. 
Human awareness is circumscribed by what has been revealed by the 
Creator, for man has no independent means of his own to get at the truth. 

In this connection, the difference between two different aspects of reality 
must be fully grasped so as to avoid any fallacy in discussion. There are 
things which you perceive through the senses, and having gathered a body of 
knowledge by means of these senses, you can proceed to classify this 
information with the help of reflection, argumentation, observation or 
experimentation and to deduce laws from them. 

For this type of information no revelation from heaven is needed. This is the 
province of your personal discoveries, explorations, meditations, reflections, 
research and deductions. It has been left to you to explore the world around 
you and discover the forces which operate; to understand the laws under 
which these realities function, so that you may stride forward along the path 
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of development. Yet in this matter too, your Creator has not deprived you of 
His help. 

Need For Following The Precedent of The Prophets 

(peace be upon them) 

Knowledge is obtained through the Guidance of Allah, for Allah alone is 
aware of realities. Allah offers this knowledge to man by means of Revelation. 
Revelation is transmitted to none but the Prophets (peace and blessings be 
upon him). Allah has never published a Book and, having distributed to each 
individual, told him to study it to ascertain for himself the reality of his own 
existence and that of the universe. To realize his role in the practical world 
in the context of this reality, Allah has always appointed the Prophets (peace 
and blessings be upon them) to convey this message to man, so that the 
Prophets (peace and blessings be upon them) should not rest content with 
merely propagating their mandate, but driving it home, demonstrating it in 
action, recalling to the right path, those who defy the Divine mandates and 
organizing the believers into a society where every aspect bears practical 
evidence of this knowledge. 

It is evident from this brief exposition that, for Guidance, we are wholly 
dependent upon the character displayed to the world by a Prophet of Allah 
(peace and blessings be upon him). 

A common man who does not believe in a Prophet is not eligible to be 
our leader, even though he may be a sage, a deeply learned and wise 
man. 

This is because such a person bereft (deprived) of this knowledge is incapable 
of devising a true and just system of life for us. 

So, to follow and seek meaningful lesson we have to study a great man the 
Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him), 

Because of this the Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) had a great 
life which covered all the aspects of life, every man can get Guidance from 
his (peace and blessings be upon him) life, come what may he associates any 
field of life. All the prophets (peace and blessings be upon them) came for 
their special place or special nation but the Prophet Hazrat Muhammad 
(peace and blessings be upon him) has come for all mankind and the whole 
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world. He (peace and blessings be upon him) is an embodiment of life to 
spend the best and meaningful life. There is no doubt about it that the every 
aspects of life The Holy Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) is totally 
saved than others prophet (peace be upon him). 


Why We Cannot Obtain Guidance From The 
Prophets (peace be upon them) Other Than The 
Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him) 

Let us now consider the question of why, of all of the venerable men whom 
we know as Prophets, and all the leaders of religions who conceivably may 
have been Prophets, we prefer to seek a message from the character of 
Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him). Is this prejudice or is there a 
reasonable ground for doing so? 

I submit that there is a rational basis for this. We certainly acknowledge and 
believe in the all Prophets they were sent by Allah and all of those who have 
been named in the Holy Qur'an as Prophets. But, we lack reliable 
information by authentic sources on their teaching and their character. 

There is no doubt about the Prophet hood of Hazrat Noah, Ibrahim, Ishaque, 
Yusuf, Musa and Issa (Jesus Christ) (peace be upon them ) and we believe in 
all of them. But none of the Scriptures revealed to them has come down to us 
in its original form so that we may benefit from its pristine (ancient) 
message. Similarly, the life-history of none of these Prophets (peace and 
blessings be upon them) has been handed down by any authentic means 
enabling us to follow their example in the various spheres of individual and 
collective existence. 

A person who undertakes to prepare an account of the teaching and 
characters of all these Prophets (peace and blessings be upon them) cannot 
write more than a few pages and these too, entirely with the help of the 
Qur’an, for nowhere else is authentic material extant about them except in 
the Holy Qur'an. 

Besides this, the whole life of the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings be upon 
him) is mentioned in Qur’an and there is neither changes just a single word 
in Qur’an nor can change up to the Day of Judgment. 
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Now let us see how this concept of Islam (submission to the will of Allah) 
finally culminates in the form of a religion called Islam. 

"...This day have those who reject Faith given up all hope of your 
religion. Yet fear them not but fear Me. This day I have perfected your 
religion for you, completed My Favour upon you and have chosen for 
you Islam as your Religion ...." (Al-Maeda 5:3) 

It is quite remarkable that in this very last preceptive revelation to 
Muhammad (peace be upon him), Allah the Omnipotent declares, 
emphatically, that the religion founded from the early times and gradually 
augmented by various prophets is now perfect is named Islam and is chosen 
for humankind by Almighty Allah Himself. There is many religions in this 
world but all are from the name of any person, anyone or by name of area 
etc. ..but just Islam is not on the base/name of any person, place or other 
things, it was chosen just by Allah Almighty for the human. This religion 
was chosen by Creator for creation.

Welcome to ‘the introduction to the life of the Holy Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him).’ There has never been a 
human being as well-respected, loved and followed as Muhammad (Peace be 
upon him), the final messenger of Allah. There has never been a person who 
has changed world history so dramatically as Muhammad (Peace be upon 
him) and his message. The Prophet (Peace be upon him) was the single most 
important person in the history of the world. 

The Prophet (peace be upon him) was born on Monday, the 12th of Rabi-ul- 
Awwal, 570 AD, in the year of the Elephant. Certainly, it was the most 
auspicious day in the history of mankind. Messenger is a personal portrait of 
success in life should be a role model for mankind. Story of the Prophet 
(peace be upon him) is a living model that Allah intended it to be 
implemented by each person a true Muslim. The Prophet's (peace be upon 
him) Birthday celebration is not just the joy of his presence in history but 
also more importantly of all is how to understand the journey of his (peace be 
upon him) life as a whole, complete and comprehensive that it becomes a role 
model in building the civilization of mankind. Muhammad (peace be upon 
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him) is not only a success in preaching, leading the state and households but 
also successful in building the business. Muhammad (peace be upon him) 
was not only respected as religious leaders and heads of state but also 
respected as a merchant who has a range of business network and market 
share and extensive customer. 

He (peace be upon him) was also sent with his guiding Sunnah that shows 
the way for those who seek guidance. Our leader Muhammad (peace be upon 
him) has been particularised with the characteristic of eloquent and pithy 
speech, and simplicity and ease in the religion. May the peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon him, the other Prophets and Messengers, all of their 
families and the rest of the righteous. 

Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) is the best role model 
for all humankind. Among his outstanding virtues and characteristics, he 
(Peace be upon him) was an extraordinary husband, a perfect father, and a 
unique grandfather. He (Peace be upon him) was also a great statesman, 
judge, and spiritual leader. His (Peace be upon him) most distinctive quality, 
however, was the fact that he (Peace be upon him) was a blessing to all in 
both word and deed. He (Peace be upon him) infused justice, love, and 
dignity in all those around him. He (Peace be upon him) spread the power of 
brotherhood to the extent that it became exceptional in human history. 
Affirming that these grand virtues were bestowed on him (Peace be upon 
him) by Allah the Almighty and that He (Peace be upon him) prepared His 
(Peace be upon him) loyal messenger to call for the true religion, is part of 
one's belief. 

The Qur'an describes the Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) as 
merciful and kind to the believers. 

The reason for Muhammad’s (peace and blessings be upon him) success was 
that he (Peace be upon him) was sent with a pure message by Allah, the 
creator of all mankind. This message would help us understand how to live 
our lives. It would tell us about good and bad and about wrong and right. 

This message would tell us about mankind (about you and me), the universe 
and the rest of creation around us. This message would tell us about Allah 
and about our relationship with Allah. The message also told us about the 
Hereafter, the Day of Judgment, Heaven and Hell. 
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Hazrat Muhammad (peace and blessing be upon him) was born in Makkah in 
the year 570, at a time when Christianity was not yet fully established in 
Europe. Since his (peace and blessings be upon him) father died before his 
(Peace be upon him) birth, and his (Peace be upon him) mother shortly 
afterwards, he (Peace be upon him) was raised by his (Peace be upon him) 
uncle from the respected tribe of Quraish. As he (Peace be upon him) grew up, 
he (Peace be upon him) became known for his (Peace be upon him) 
truthfulness, generosity and sincerity, so that he (Peace be upon him) was 
sought after for his (Peace be upon him) ability to arbitrate in disputes. The 
historians describe him (Peace be upon him) as calm and meditative. 

He (Peace be upon him) is one of the best leader in the “Top in List of 100 
The Most Noble and influential and successful person of history”. In 
recent times, a book has been published in American titled "The 100" or the 
Top One hundred, or the Greatest Hundred in History. A certain Michael H. 
Hart, described as a historian, mathematician and astronomer has written 
this novel book. He has searched history, seeking for men who had the 
greatest influence on mankind. In this book he gives us The hundred most 
influential men, including Ashoka, Aristotle, Buddha, Confucius, Hitler, 

Plato, and Zoroaster. He does not give us a mere chart of the topmost 
"One Hundred" from the point of view of their influence on people, but he 
evaluates the degree of their influence and rates them in order of their 
excellence from No. 1, through to No. 100. He gives us his reasons for the 
placing of his candidates. We are not asked to agree with him, but we cannot 
help admire the man's research and honesty. 

The most amazing thing about his selection is that he has put our Holy 
Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) as No. 1, the first of his "100!" 

Thus confirming, unknowingly, Allah's Own testimony in His Final 
Revelation to the World: 

Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) has been favored by Allah to all 
mankind as a blessing from Him. 

“Indeed, Allah conferred a great favour on the believers when He sent 
among them a Messenger (Muhammad) from among themselves” (Aale 
‘Imraan 3:164) 
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“That we have sent not thee (O Muhammad) but as a mercy to the 
whole of humankind, as a mercy to all the world” (Al-Ambiya 21:107) 

“Say, "O mankind, I am the Messenger of Allah to you all...." (Al-Araf 
7:158) 

Now it is binding on all humans to accept him (Peace be upon him) as Allah’s 
messenger and obey him (Peace be upon him), as that will lead humans to 
Heaven. 

“Whoever obeys the Noble Messenger (Muhammad) has indeed obeyed 
Allah; and for those who turn away- We have not sent you as a their 
saviour” (An-Nisa 4:80) 

“And We have not sent you (O Muhammad SAW) except as a giver of 
glad tidings and a Warner to all mankind, but most of men know not” 
(Saba 34:28) 

The figure of Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) is so unique in 
prophets that Allah Himself says about him (Peace be upon him) as follows. 

“Allah and His angels send blessings on the Prophet (Muhammad) O 
ye that believe! Send ye blessings on him, and salute him with all 
respect” (Al-Ahzab 33:56) 

“Those who annoy Allah and His Messenger (Muhammad) Allah has 
cursed them in this World and in the Hereafter, and has prepared for 
them a humiliating Punishment” (Al-Ahzab 33:57) 

However Christians and Jews at the time of his (Peace be upon him) 
presence in this world did not accept him (Peace be upon him) , instead they 
treat him as liar, and that is true even today, for them Allah says: 

“A party among the people given the Book desire that if only they 
could lead you astray; and they only make themselves astray, and 
they do not have sense. “ (Aale Tmraan 3:69) 

Before Prophethood at the age of 40, he (Peace be upon him) was the most 
noble character and trustworthy citizen of Makkah. Let us put some lights 
on Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) character. 
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Now I am going to keep an eye of the life of the Holy Prophet Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace be upon him) but in short. 

Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon him) 

Character and Life 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) used to say that he (Peace be upon him) 
was sent as a Prophet to the world to present an ideal of good deeds and lofty 
character. 

Someone asked Hazrat Ayesha (his beloved wife, May Allah be pleased with 
her) about the Prophet's manners. 

She (May Allah be pleased with her) said that his (Peace be upon him) 
manners were the manners prescribed by the Qur’an. She (May Allah 
be pleased with her) later clarified that a tree is recognized by the taste of its 
fruits, similarly a man is known by his manners and knowledge. From the 
Qur'an you can know about the nature and manners of the Prophet (Peace be 
upon him). He (Peace be upon him) is gentle in manners and talks. His 
(Peace be upon him) voice is never shrill. Evils done to him are not retaliated. 
He (Peace be upon him) has been busy in modifying and elevating the lives of 
the people and leveling the path of religion. He (Peace be upon him) has a 
task to preach and establish the Oneness of Allah Almighty. His (Peace be 
upon him) teachings impart insight and develop understanding, and the 
ignorant is made aware of the realities of life and the world. He (Peace be 
upon him) is adorned with all the qualities and good manners. He (Peace be 
upon him) is a man of good deeds and virtues. His (Peace be upon him) 
conscience is pure and clean and symbolic of piety. His (Peace be upon him) 
words are replete with wisdom. Truthfulness and friendliness are his (Peace 
be upon him) nature. He (Peace be upon him) is forgiving and obliging. 

Justice is his (Peace be upon him) hallmark. Truthfulness is his (Peace be 
upon him) religion and guidance is his (Peace be upon him) leader. 

His (peace be upon him) Syria Travel 

Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him) went to Damascus with his uncle, 
Abu Talib, in the trade caravan when he (peace be upon him) was about 12 
years old. When they arrived in the city of Busra of the State of Damascus, 
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they stopped opposite a monastery. A monk called Sergius and known as 
Bahira lived there. When the caravan approached, Bahira saw that a cloud 
was moving together with the caravan, casting a shadow on it. When the 
caravan stopped, the cloud stopped too, casting a shadow over it. When 
Bahira checked his knowledge regarding it and compared it to what he saw, 
he understood that the last prophet (peace be upon him) was in that caravan. 
He prepared a meal at once and invited Abu Talib and his friends to the 
monastery. Abu Talib left Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him) with the 
loads and went to the monastery with his friends. After everybody sat at the 
table, Bahira looked at the people at the table one by one. He could not find 
the signs that he was looking for on the face of any of them. Besides, he saw 
that the cloud was still over the place where they had stopped over. He asked 
Abu Talib, 

- Is there anyone else with you that did not come here? Abu Talib said; 

-Only a small child stayed with our belongings. Bahira said; 

-I would like him to honor us too. Then, Abu Talib fetched Hazrat 
Muhammad (peace be upon him) to the table too. When Bahira looked at the 
child at the table carefully, he saw the signs about the last prophet that the 
previous prophets and scholars had mentioned on his face. After the meal, he 
called Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him) to sit next to him and said; 

- I will ask you some questions. Answer me correctly for the sake of Lat and 
Uzza (idols name). 

Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him) said; 

-Do not swear using the names of Lat and Uzza. What I dislike the most is 
the idols. Then, Bahira offered to swear using the name of Allah and asked 
Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him) questions to understand his state. 
The answers that Hazrat Muhammad gave confirmed his opinion. Then, by 
finding a pretext, he opened the back of Hazrat Muhammad, saw the seal of 
prophethood between his shoulders and kissed it with great respect. Bahira 
said to Abu Talib; - What is your name? He said; - 1 am called Abu Talib. 

This is my son. Bahira said; 

- No, if you look at his face and body, this unique pearl is an orphan. Abu 
Talib said; 

- Yes, you are right. He (peace be upon him) is not my son. He (peace be upon 
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him) is my brothers son. He (peace be upon him) is an orphan because both 
of his father and mother died. However, since he (peace be upon him) is 
under my care, he (peace be upon him) is like my son. Bahira was glad that 
his opinion turned out to be true. He was now fully convinced and said; 

- 0 Abu Talib! This child (peace be upon him) will be the last of the prophets. 
"This is the master of all humans, Allah will send him with a message which 
would be a mercy to all Humans". Go back to Makkah. I fear that Jewish 
people will harm him. His qualities are written in Torah. Abu Talib obeyed 
what Bahira said and sold his goods in Busra and returned. 

Now let us analyze just some of Prophet Mohammad (Peace be upon 
him) attributes towards society. 

General Behaviour 

At the age of 40, he (Peace be upon him) became prophet, not by himself but 
chosen by Allah. After declaration as Allah’s prophet, he (Peace be upon him) 
became more polite, merciful and Allah fearing. Allah says about him (Peace 
be upon him) clearly: 

“O Prophet (Muhammad SAW)! Verily, we have sent you as witness, 
and a bearer of glad tidings, and a Warner” (Al-Ahzab 33:45) 

He (Peace be upon him) was not only himself at the highest of moral 
character but advocates for that. See what he (Peace be upon him) says 
about the importance of moral character. 

“The most perfect believer in faith is the one who is best in moral 
character. The best of you are those who are the best to their spouses 
in manners.” (Al-Tirmidhi 1082) 

Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) although a prophet 
lived among others as an equal. No bitter criticism or provocation would 
make him (peace and blessings be upon him) lose his (peace and blessings be 
upon him) composure, and no praise could make him (peace and blessings be 
upon him) vain. He (peace and blessings be upon him) lived in such taqwa 
(piety and fear of Allah) that he was always an example of modesty and 
leniency. 

Allah mentions in the Holy Book “Qur’Aan” 
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“And thou on an exalted standard of character” (Al-Qalm 68: 4) 

He (peace and blessings be upon him) used to spoke little, but all purposeful. 

“ Your companion (Muhammad) is not astray, nor perverted. (2) Nor 
does he (Mohammad) speak of (his own) desire. (3) It is only an 
Inspiration that is inspired” (An-Najm 53:2 - 4) 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) was a living example for all humans to 
follow. His (Peace be upon him) wife Hazrat A’isha (May Allah be pleased 
with her) was asked about his (peace be upon him) manners, Her response 
was very brief, but effective: she (May Allah be pleased with her) said, “His 
(Peace be upon him) manners are the Qur’an." 

Hazrat A’isha (May Allah be pleased with her) was a very knowledgeable 
person. She (May Allah be pleased with her) was one of the greatest scholars. 
Some older companions of the Prophet would come to her and ask about 
various matters. She would answer them in details. 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) also said: "Allah has sent me to perfect 
good manners and to do good deeds." (Bukhari & Ahmed) 

Allah, the Exalted, described the Prophet (Peace be upon him) saying: "And 
indeed, you are of a great moral character" [Al-Qal am 68:4] 

I would like to read some poems from Yunus and Suleyman Chelebi. 

There have been many poems written about our beloved Messenger. 

Through the centuries, people who were in love with the Prophet produced 
masterpieces about him. 

One such poet wrote: 

"I am not commending Muhammad (peace be upon him) with my words, yet I 
am making my words honorable by mentioning Muhammad (peace be upon 
him)." 

The following lines are from Suleyman Chelebi: 

“Anxious to see the beauty of his face--not only mankind and angels, 

But also the throne of Allah, earth, moon, sun, and the heavens” 
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Here is something from Yunus: 

“I would give up my life on your path 
0 beautifully named Muhammad 
Be an intercessor for this poor servant 
0 beautifully named Muhammad” 

As a Trader 

Business plays an important role in our daily life. It does not matter who we 
are, scientist, engineers, students, law enforcer or others, we will not be able 
to avoid from doing business in our daily life. We fulfil our needs and wants 
by doing transactions at many places, mostly involving the exchange 
between our money and the things that we want or need. However, business 
is not all about buying and selling. In Islam, business is an important 
element as it is stated several times in the holy Quran and in the hadiths of 
the prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him), and among the content is the 
concern on the ethics in doing business. 

We can see that our prophet was involved in business and trading at an 
early age, hence, no doubt his experience in business is great. There were 
also reports that stated one of the factors that lead to his success in business 
is by being ethical Now, let us proceed with the ethics practice by our beloved 
prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) in business. We begin with honesty, 
since it is one of the important elements in business and trading. The 
prophet Muhammad ( peace be upon him) said: “A truthful and 
honest trader will be a companion of the prophets, the righteous and 
the martyrs on the day of judgement,” Tirmidhi). 

Honesty is rare among the traders forever, as they fear that their profit in 
doing business will decrease. However, let us recall the time where our 
prophet (peace be upon him) was doing business for Khadijah (may Allah be 
blessed with her). 

From his early age, he was involved in commerce. He had a good reputation 
as a hardworking, truthful businessman. The reputation of Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) was such that 
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he (peace be upon him) was given the title of Al-Amin (the trust 
worthy - the honest, the truthful). It was due to this reputation that 
Hazrat Khadijah (may Allah be blessed with her), a wealthy businesswoman, 
take him to work for her business. Many people in Makkah had asked for her 
hand and worked for her, but they either cheated her or she was not satisfied 
with their work. Finally, she found Muhammad (Allah had not been 
mentioned as a prophet before the people still) and she asked him (peace be 
upon him) to work for her as carvans head. He (peace be upon him) made 
several business trips. She was impressed with his (peace be upon him) work 
as well as his impressive personality. 

She offered him (peace be upon him) money to go to Syria and do her 
business, and she would give him a higher rate than the others. She would 
also send her hireling, Maysarah, with him (peace be upon him). He (peace 
be upon him) agreed and went with her servant to Syria for trade. When 
Muhammad reached Basra, he was shading under a tree when a Monk saw 
him by the name of Nestor. Nestor asked Maysarah about the person sitting 
under the tree; Maysarah replied that it was Muhammad. Nestor said, that 
person is no other than a messenger of Allah. 

Maysarah soon realised that he was in the company of a very special person. 
He said that he noticed that the heat was extreme when he saw a clear 
vision of two angels shading Muhammad from the heat of the day. When he 
(peace be upon him) returned to Makkah, Maysarah told Khadija about the 
journey. Khadijah noticed more profit than she used to. Her hireling also told 
her of Muhammad’s (peace be upon him) good manners, honesty, deep 
thought, sincerity and faith. She was deeply moved and impressed, and 
started thinking of proposing marriage to Muhammad. After that she got the 
marry The Holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (peace be upon him). 

Holy Prophet (peace be upon him) has advised, " Take to trade, 
because out of ten divisions of livehoods, nine are in trade." 

Once a Beduin was selling the meat of a camel. Muhammad (peace be upon 
him) thought that there were some dry dates at home, so he (peace be upon 
him) bought some meat for one Wasq of dates. When he (peace be upon him) 
came home he (peace be upon him) found there were no dates. He (peace be 
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upon him) came out of the house and told the Beduin that he (peace be upon 
him) had bought meat in exchange for dates but he (peace be upon him) had 
no dates. The Beduin began to shout that he (peace be upon him) had been 
tricked. The people advised him that the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon 
him) would not do unfair dealing with anyone. The Holy Prophet (peace be 
upon him) said, "Leave him, he has the right to protest." This continued for 
some time and each time the Holy Prophet (peace be upon him) said, "He has 
the right to protest." Then the Holy Prophet (peace be upon him) sent him to 
an Ansari woman and asked him to get his dates for the meat from her. 
When he returned with the dates, the Holy Prophet (peace be upon him) was 
sitting with his companions. He was very much impressed by the gentleness, 
forgiveness and fair dealings of the Holy Prophet(peace be upon him). Seeing 
the Holy Prophet (peace be upon him) he said, "Muhammad (peace be upon 
him)! May Allah give you a better reward; you (peace be upon him) have paid 
the full price with goodness." 

He was being honest all the time and his business was doing great. In fact, 
we should know that customers like honest traders because nobody likes to 
be cheated. Being honest while doing business will develop trust between the 
trader and the customer. Once the customer trusts the trader, he will surely 
come again and do business with the trader. Regarding the loss we may 
suffer from being honest in business, we should worry more about the 
consequences on being dishonest, as mentioned in a hadith: "Rasul Allah 
(peace be upon him) passed by a heap of food. As he put his hand 
inside it, his fingers got wet. So he said to the vendor: ‘What is this?’ 
He replied: ‘It was dampened by the rain O Messenger of Allah.’ He 
(peace be upon him) said: ‘Why don’t you put it on top so that people 
can see it? He who cheats us is not one of us,”’ (Sahih Muslim). 

The prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) also displayed an attractive 
personality during business. Actually, his (peace be upon him) personality is 
always attractive all the time. He (peace be upon him) likes to smile to his 
customers and speaks clearly during conversations. Hazrat Aisya (may Allah 
be pleased with her) narrated that the speech of the prophet Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) was not quick and continuous as that of yours. 
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Being in the retail/trade business, I can identify with allot of 
the Hadith below. Honesty & integrity goes a long way, not only do you 
benefit for the hereafter but read any business book, or ask any consultant. 
They’ll tell you the same 

The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: “An honest and truthful 
businessman shall be in the shade of the throne of Allah ”. (Al- 
Isbihani) 

Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) has said that whoever buys 
stolen goods, knowing such goods to have been stolen, becomes a 
party to the act of theft. 

Almighty Allah’s mercy descends on one who is gentle at the time of 
buying, selling, and requesting payment. (Tirmizi) 

Our Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) has said that Almighty 
Allah proclaims: “I am a one third partner of a two man partnership 
until one of them acts dishonestly to his partner, and, in such event, I 
then leave them.” 

Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) said whosoever sells a 
defective product without disclosing its defect to the purchaser, shall 
earn the permanent anser of Almighty Allah and the angels 
continuously curse such a person. 

Our Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) has exhorted that we 
should refrain from taking oaths unnecessarily for although it helps 
in the sale of one’s products, it reduces the blessings. 

The Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) was asked what type of 
earning was best, and he replied: ” A man’s work with his hands and 
every (lawful) business transaction.” 

Al-Tirmidhi, Hadith 846. 

The Prophet Muhammad (s) said: ““It is better for any of you to carry 
a load of firewood on his own back than to beg from someone else .” 
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Riyadh-Us-Saleheen, Chapter 59, hadith 540. 

And also: “There was a merchant who would lend to the people, and 
whenever his debtor was in difficult circumstances, he would say to 
his employees, ‘Forgive him so that Allah may forgive us.’ So, Allah 
forgave him.” 

Sahih Al-Bukhari, Volume 3, Hadith 292. 

Respect and Courtesy 

1 . He (Peace be upon him) never stretched his legs while sitting among 
people. 

2. Whenever a person held his (Peace be upon him) hands, he (Peace be upon 
him) never tried to remove them. 

3. He (Peace be upon him) never interrupted anybody during talks. 

4. While riding, he (Peace be upon him) did not allow anyone to follow him on 
foot. He (Peace be upon him) either gave him a lift or asked him to return. 

5. The Prophet (Peace be upon him) used to meet all cheerfully. 

6. He (Peace be upon him) brought up orphans and helped widows. 

7. He (Peace be upon him) loved the poor and deserving persons and used to sit 
with them. 

8. He (Peace be upon him) could sit on the bare ground without making any 
distinction for his self. 

9. He (Peace be upon him) used to care for the slaves and attendants in their 
ailments. 

10. If a Muslim died in debt, his loan was paid from the treasury and then he 
was buried 

11. If a sincere person breathed his last, he (Peace be upon him) participated in 
the funeral rites. 

The Holy Prophet (Peace be upon him) said: "The Prophet was not one 
who would abuse (others) or say obscene words, or curse (others)..." 
(Bukhari) 
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He (Peace be upon him) walked in a way that suggested his reverence of and 
humbleness before Almighty Allah. Criticism never angered him (Peace be 
upon him). He never revenged for himself. He (Peace be upon him) would 
assert that he (Peace be upon him) is Allah's servant and would act as befits 
a servant of Allah. 

A desert Arab came and began to pass water (urine) in the mosque. The 
companions of Allah's Messenger said, "Stop! Stop!" but Allah's Messenger 
(may Allah's blessings and peace be upon him) said, "Don't interrupt him; 
leave him alone." They left him alone, and when he had finished, Allah's 
Messenger (may Allah's blessings and peace be upon him) called him and 
said to him, "These mosques are not suitable places for urine and filth, but 
are only for remembrance of Allah, prayer and recitation of the Qur'an," 

Following hadith gives his (Peace be upon him) character of forgiving, which 
can never be seen with anyone. 

Hazrat Anas ibn Malik (May Allah be pleased with him) was under his 
service for 10 years and he says: "I served the Prophet (peace and 
blessings be upon him) at Madinah for ten years. I was a boy. Every 
work that I did was not according to the desire of my master (Peace 
be upon him), but he never said to me: Fie!, nor did he (Peace be upon 
him) say to me: Why did you do this ? or Why did you not do this?" 
(Narrated by Abu-Dawood) 

Even when the prophet (Peace be upon him) was in a position of power, he 
(Peace be upon him) chose the path of kindness and reconciliation. When he 
(Peace be upon him) returned to Mecca after years of exile and personal 
attacks, he (Peace be upon him) did not take revenge on the people of the city, 
but instead offered a general amnesty. 

One day a poor man brought a bunch of grapes to the holy prophet 
Muhammad (peace be upon Him) as a gift. 

The holy prophet (Peace be upon him) ate one, two, three and then the whole 
bunch of grapes by himself. He (Peace be upon him) did not offer grapes to 
anyone present. The poor man who brought those grapes was very pleased 
and left. One of the companions asked, "0 prophet of Allah (peace be upon 
Him) ! How come you ate all the grapes by yourself and did not offer to any 
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one of us present? 

The holy Prophet (peace be upon Him) smiled and said, "I ate all the grapes 
by myself because the grapes were sour. If I would have offered you, you 
might have made funny faces and that would have hurt the feelings of that 
poor man. I thought to myself that it's better that I eat all of them cheerfully 
and please the poor man. I did not want to hurt the feelings of that poor 
man." 

Such were the manners of this the most noble prophet (Peace be upon him) of 
Allah. 

Social Care, Justice & Fairness 

“Certainly we have sent Our messengers with clear guidance; and We 
sent down to them the Book and the scale so that humans may 
conduct themselves with justice.” (Surah al-Hadid, 57:25) 

Peace in society depends on peace within us. According to Prophet 
Muhammad (Peace be upon him) : we must foster the sense of justice 
within ourselves by creating harmony between our emotions of anger 
and greed on one the hand, and our reason and intellect on the other 
hand; between the physical dimension and the spiritual dimension. 

A just person is one who controls his anger and his greed by the power of 
reasoning. This act of controlling one’s anger and greed by the power of 
reason has been described by Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) as 
“the major Jihad”. 

Once, when the Muslim army returned to Medina from its mission, the 
Prophet (Peace be upon him) greeted the soldiers by saying, “Welcome 
to the people who have performed the minor jihad, and have yet to go 
through a major jihad.” 

The soldiers asked, “O Prophet (Peace be upon him) of Allah! What is 
the major jihad?” 

Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) replied, “The spiritual 
jihad.” 

The spiritual jihad is not an easy jihad. You have to gain control over your 
strongest emotions, and live according to the voice of reason and conscience. 
Only those who can conquer their egos can truly establish peace in society. 
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We can imagine that how was Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) a 
great judge after reading this 

Once a Makkan woman named Fatimah committed a theft. When people 
brought the recommendation of Usamah bin Zaid who was dear to the 
Prophet (Peace be upon him). He (Peace be upon him) told them that no 
recommendation was valid for Divine punishments. He (Peace be upon him) 
further said that his (Peace be upon him) daughter Fatimah (May Allah be 
pleased with her) would have the same punishment if she (May Allah be 
pleased with her) had committed this guilt. 

The Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) was just and fair in every aspect 
of his life and in the application of the religion. Hazrat A’ishah (may Allah be 
pleased with her) said: 

‘The people of Quraish were extremely concerned about a Makhzoomi woman 
(i.e. the woman from the tribe of Makhzoom) who committed a theft. They 
conversed among themselves and said, Who can intercede on her behalf with 
the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him)?’ 

They finally said: ‘who dares to speak before the Messenger of Allah (peace 
be upon him) in this matter except Usama bin Zaid (may Allah be pleased 
with him), the most beloved young man to the Messenger of Allah (peace be 
upon him).’ So Usama (may Allah be pleased with him) spoke to the 
Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) regarding the woman. The 
Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) said: ‘0 Usama (may Allah be 
pleased with him)! Do you intercede (on their behalf to disregard) one of 
Allah’s castigations and punishments!’ 

The Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) got up and delivered a speech, 
saying: 

“ People before you were destroyed because when the noble among 
them stole, they would let him go; and if the poor and weak stole they 
would punish him . By Allah! If Fatima (may Allah be pleased with 
her), the daughter of Muhammad stole, I would cut her hand off.” 
(Bukhari #3288) 

The Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) was just and fair and allowed 
others to avenge themselves if he harmed them. Hazrat Usaid bin Hudhair 
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(may Allah be pleased with him) said:‘A man from the Ansar, was cracking 
jokes with people and making them laugh, and the Prophet (peace be upon 
him) passed by him and poked his side lightly with a branch of a tree that he 
was carrying. The man exclaimed: ‘0 Prophet of Allah! Allow me to avenge 
myself!’ The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: ‘Go Ahead!’ The man said: ‘0 
Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him), you are wearing a garment, and I 
was not when you poked me [i.e. you jabbed my exposed skin, so it is only 
fair I do the same to you]!’ The Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) 
raised his upper garment [to expose his side], and the Ansari [merely] kissed 
it, saying: ‘I only meant to do this, 0 Messenger of Allah (peace be upon 
him)!’ (Abu Dawood #5224) 

Fearing Allah, and Being Mindful of Him 

The Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) was the most mindful person of 
Allah. Hazrat Abdullah bin Masoud (may Allah be pleased with him) said: 
"[Once] the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) said to me: ‘Recite to me 
from the Qur’an!’ Abdullah bin Masood (may Allah be pleased with him) said: 
‘shall I recite it to you, while it was you to whom it was revealed?!’ The 
Prophet (peace be upon him) said: ‘Yes.’ He said: ‘I started to recite Surat Al- 
Nisaa23, until I reached the verse: "How then if We brought from each 
nation a witness, and We brought you as a witness against these 
people!" (An-Nisa 4:41) 

Upon hearing this verse, the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) said: 

‘ That is enough!’ Abdullah bin Masood (may Allah be pleased with 
him) said, 7 turned around and saw the Messenger of Allah (peace be 
upon him) was crying.’ “(Bukhari #4763) 

Truthfulness and Trust 

He (Peace be upon him) was so much trustworthy and honest that people 
used to keep with him (Peace be upon him) their security, belongings and 
assets. He (Peace be upon him) remained with them until the age of 40, when 
he (Peace be upon him) got the prophet-hood. During all this time, history 
does not give any evidence of being violent or quarrelling. His (Peace be upon 
him) moral character is described as: 
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Historical records show that Mohammad (peace and blessings be upon him) 
has been admitted by friends and foes as A1 Amin, or the faithful, 
acknowledged the sterling qualities, the spotless honesty, the noble virtues, 
the absolute sincerity and every trustworthiness of the apostle of Islam in all 
walks of life and in every sphere of human activity. Even the Jews and those 
who did not believe in his message, adopted him as the arbiter in their 
personal disputes by virtue of his (Peace be upon him) perfect impartiality. 
Even those who did not believe in his (Peace be upon him) message were 
forced to say "0 Mohammad, we do not call you a liar, but we deny him who 
has given you a book and inspired you with a message." 

One day Abu Jahl (staunch enemy of Islam) said to the Prophet (Peace be 
upon him): "I don't think that you are a liar but I do not get interested in 
your religion." 

Allah, the Exalted, says: 

"We know indeed that what they say certainly grieves you, but surely 
they do not call you a liar; but the unjust deny the verses of Allah." 
[Al-Anaam 6:33] 

The night the Prophet (Peace be upon him) left his house to migrate from 
Makkah to Al-Madinah, the enemies had made all arrangements for his 
(Peace be upon him) assassination, But he (Peace be upon him) allowed his 
dear cousin 'Hazrat Ali (May Allah be pleased with him) to stay and sleep on 
his (Peace be upon him) bed that night and come after paying off all the 
mortgage kept with him as a trustee. Here also the Holy Prophet (Peace be 
upon him) emphasized and order to return the mortgage to the trustee 
rather there was the hardest and the most difficult situation. 

Hazrat Ayesha (May Allah be pleased with her) said: "The trait and 
characteristic which the Prophet (May Allah be pleased with him) hated 
most was lying. A man would tell a he in the presence of the Prophet (Peace 
be upon him) and he would hold it against him, until he knew that he 
repented." (Tirmidthi #1973) 
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Devotion 

1. The Prophet (Peace be upon him) used to pray that he (Peace be upon 
him) should remain hungry one day and fed the other day so that he 
(Peace be upon him) could pray with all his (Peace be upon him) might in 
the state of hunger and express his (Peace be upon him) thanks to Allah 
when satisfied. 

2. Hazrat Ayesha Saqiqa (May Allah be pleased with her) says that the 
members of the Prophet's family lived on dates and water for a month or 
two and the hearth remained cold during the period. 

3. Hazrat Ayesha Saqiqa (May Allah be pleased with her) says that the bed 
of the Prophet (Peace be upon him) at her house was filled with leafy 
stalks of palms. 

4. Hazrat Hafsah (May Allah be pleased with her) wife of the Prophet 
(Peace be upon him) says that in her house the Prophet's (Peace be upon 
him) bed was made of sack cloth. It was folded twice and spread out. 

Once it was made fourfold. Upon this the Prophet (Peace be upon him) 
forbade her to do so as it became soft. 

5. Hazrat Ibn 'Auf (May Allah be pleased with him) says that during his life 
the Prophet (Peace be upon him) did not eat to his (Peace be upon him) 
satisfaction even loaves of bread made of barley flour. 

6. In the last night the Prophet (Peace be upon him) passed in this world, 
oil was procured on credit from a neighbour for the lamp. 

Compassion and Forgiving 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) was the most forgiving, compassionate of 
all people and the kindest. If someone abused him (Peace be upon him), he 
(Peace be upon him) forgave him. By the time when Hazrat Muhammad 
(Peace be upon him) was twenty-five, Muhammad (Peace be upon him) had 
become well known in the city for the integrity of his (Peace be upon him) 
disposition and the honesty of his (Peace be upon him) character. By the age 
of 40, Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) had a perfectly balanced 
personality. He (Peace be upon him) was patient, truthful, and 
magnanimous. He (Peace be upon him) presented the highest example of 
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human nobility. He (Peace be upon him) disciplined himself by staying aloof 
from quarrels and quibbles. He (Peace be upon him) never engaged in foul 
utterances or abuse. Even before prophethood, he (Peace be upon him) was 
called as-sadiq al-amin (the truthful and trustworthy). His (Peace be upon 
him) status of nobility qualifies him following mediation. 

There is a lot of events occurred but I am going to mention just a little. 

1. Hazrat Hamzah bin 'Abdul-Muttalib (May Allah be pleased with him) the 
dear uncle of the Prophet (Peace be upon him), was treacherously slain by 
Wahshi, a slave of Abu Sufyan's wife, Hindah. she mutilated his (May Allah 
be pleased with his) nose and ears. The liver of the martyred Hazrat Hamzah 
(May Allah be pleased with him) was carved out and chewed on the 
battlefield. Despite this Prophet (Peace be upon him) forgave him when he 
asked for it. 

2. Habbar struck Hazrat Zainab (May Allah be pleased with her), the eldest 
daughter of the Prophet (Peace be upon him) with a spear and she fell from 
the camel-litter and aborted and she died from it. The Prophet (Peace be 
upon him) pardoned him when he asked for it. 

3. Once the Prophet (Peace be upon him) was sleeping under a tree and his 
(Peace be upon him) sword was hanging on the branch of a tree.) His (Peace 
be upon him) enemy came and took the sword and impertinently awakened 
the Prophet (Peace be upon him) and asked him who would save him (Peace 
be upon him). The Prophet (Peace be upon him) instantly replied that Allah 
would take care of him (peace be upon him). He (Peace be upon him) became 
unconscious and fell down and his sword dropped from his hand. The 
Prophet (Peace be upon him) picked up the sword and asked him who could 
save him. Then he was astounded.Then He (Peace be upon him) asked the 
man to go as revenge he never cherished. 

Hazrat Anas bin Malik (May Allah be pleased with him) served the Prophet 
(Peace be upon him) for ten years; He (May Allah be pleased with him) was 
with him (Peace be upon him) day in and day out, both when the Prophet 
(Peace be upon him) travelled and when he (Peace be upon him) was a 
resident in Madina. He was knowledgeable of the Prophet’s manners. He 
said: 
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"The Prophet (Peace be upon him) did not swear at anyone, nor he (Peace be 
upon him) was rude, nor he did (Peace be upon him) curse anyone. If he 
(Peace be upon him) desired to reprimand someone, he (Peace be upon him) 
would say: ‘What is wrong with him, may dust be cast in his face!" (Bukhari 
#5684) 

Politeness 

Sahl bin Saa’d (May Allah be pleased with him) said: 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) had more care for those around him than 
for his own self. 

"A woman gave the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) a Burdah (gown). 
The Prophet (Peace be upon him) asked his Companions: ‘Do you know what 
a Burdah is?’ They replied, ‘Yes, 0 Prophet of Allah! (Peace be upon him) It 
is a piece of woven cloth [similar to a shawl]. The woman said: ‘0 Prophet of 
Allah! (Peace be upon him) I have woven this shawl with my own hands, for 
you (Peace be upon him) to wear.’ The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon 
him) took it while he direly needed it. After a while, the Messenger of Allah 
(Peace be upon him) came out of his home wearing it, and a Companion said 
to the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him): ‘0 Prophet of Allah! (Peace be 
upon him) Grant me this shawl to wear!’ The Messenger of Allah (Peace be 
upon him) said: ‘Yes.’ He then sat for awhile, and headed back home, folded 
it and gave it to the person who asked for it. The Companions scolded him 
saying: ‘It was not appropriate for you to ask for his shawl; especially since 
you know he does not turn anyone down or send them away empty-handed! 
The man said: ‘By Allah! I only asked him to give it to me because I want to 
be shrouded in this shawl when I di e.”Hazrat Sahl (May Allah be pleased 
with him), the narrator of the Hadeeth said: ‘The shawl was used as a 
shroud for that man when he died. " (Bukhari #1987) 

Humour 

Hazrat Muhammad (Peace be upon him) was a very amiable and pleasant 
person With all the severity and seriousness of his function, his (Peace be 
upon him) company was neither boring nor dull and uninteresting, like that 
of ordinary religious leaders, but was full of pleasant and delightful humour. 
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He (Peace be upon him) often joked with his (Peace be upon him) companions 
and laughed with them. 

Hazrat Abdullah ibn Al-Harith bin Jaz said that he (may Allah be please 
with him) had seen no one more pleasant and smiling than Muhammad 
(Peace be upon him). It is reported by Abu Hurairah that Muhammad used 
to mix with them on familiar terms, even to the extent of enjoying light jokes 
with them. Some companions asked him (Peace be upon him), “ Allah’s 
Messenger (Peace be upon him)! Do you make jokes with us?” He 
(Peace be upon him) replied, “I speak nothing but the Truth .’’(Tirmizi) 

Hazrat Anas (may Allah be pleased with him) reported that once a man 
asked Hazrat Muhammad (Peace be upon him) for an animal to ride. He 
(Peace be upon him) replied that he would give him the baby of a she-camel 
to ride on. The man asked what would he do with a she-camel baby. Hazrat 
Muhammad (Peace be upon him) replied, “Is there any camel which is not 
born of a she-camel? (every camel of baby is the baby of she-camel)”. 

He (may Allah be pleased with him) also reported that once the Prophet 
(Peace be upon him) addressed him as, “0 you with two ears, ’’(meaning very 
obedient). (Tirmizi and Abu Daud). Hazrat Anas (may Allah be pleased with 
him) also reported that the Prophet Peace be upon him) often joked and 
laughed with them. 

An old woman came to see the Prophet (Peace be upon him) and asked him 
to pray for her that she might go to Paradise. He (Peace be upon him) 
replied, “No old woman will enter Paradise!” She was very grieved end began 
crying. The Holy Muhammad (Peace be upon him) told his companions to tell 
her that the old woman would go to Paradise but as a young girl. 

Hazrat Auf ibn Malik al-Ashjai (may Allah be pleased with him) reported 
that he went to Allah’s Messenger (Peace be upon him) at the expedition of 
Tabuk, when he (Peace be upon him) was sitting in a small tent, and gave a 
salutation. He resumed it, saying, “Come in.” I replied, “The whole of me, 
Allah’s Messenger Peace be upon him)?” He (Peace be upon him) 
replied, “The whole of you,” so I went in. 

Hazrat Anas (may Allah be pleased with him) said that a man from the 
desert called Hazrat Zahir ibn Haroun (may Allah be pleased with him) used 
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to bring presents to the Prophet from the desert and Allah’s Messenger 
would prepare for him what he needed when he intended to depart. The 
Prophet used to say that Zahir was his desert man and he (Peace be 
upon him) was his townsman. The Prophet (Peace be upon him) liked 
him. One day the Prophet (Peace be upon him) went to him when he was 
selling his goods and embraced him from behind and kept his (Peace be upon 
him) hand on zahir’s eyes. He could not see who it was, so he said, “Let me go, 
who is this?” he turned round and saw the Prophet (Peace be upon him), he 
kept his back close against the Prophet’s (Peace be upon him) chest. Then 
the Prophet (Peace be upon him) begun to say, “Who will buy a slave?” He 
said, “0 Allah’s Messenger (Peace be upon him)! By Allah, you will find me to 
be worthless goods.” The Prophet (Peace be upon him) replied, “But in 
Allah’s Sight, you are not worthless goods.” 

Spending Generously 

Hazrat Anas bin Malik (May Allah be pleased with him) said: 

‘The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) was never asked for something 
when a person accepted Islam, except that he granted that person what he 
asked. A man came to the Prophet (Peace be upon him) and he (Peace be 
upon him) gave him a herd of sheep that was grazing between two 
mountains. The man returned to his people and said: ‘0 my people accept 
Islam! Muhammad (Peace be upon him) gives out generously like one who 
does not fear poverty.’ (Muslim #2312) 

Hazrat Ibn Abbas (May Allah be pleased with him) said: ‘The Prophet (Peace 
be upon him) was the most generous of people. He (Peace be upon him) was 
most generous during Ramadhan. 

Hazrat Abu Zarr (May Allah be pleased with him) said: 

‘I was walking with the Prophet (Peace be upon him) in the Har’rah (volcanic 
region) of Madeenah and we faced the mount of Uhud; the Prophet (Peace be 
upon him) said: ‘0 Abu Dharr!’ I said: ‘Here I am 0 Messenger of 
Allah!’(Peace be upon him). He said: ‘It would not please me to have an 
amount of gold equal to the weight of Mount Uhud, until I (May Allah be 
pleased with him) spend and give it out (in the sake of Allah) within a night 
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or within three nights. I (Peace be upon him) would keep a single silver piece 
of it to help those who are in debt. (Bukhari #2312) 

Hazrat Jabir bin Abdullah (May Allah be pleased with him) said: The 
Prophet (Peace be upon him) did not refuse to give anything which he had to 
someone if he asked for it.’ (Bukhari #5687) 

He (Peace be upon him) never turned anyone away empty-handed from his 
(Peace be upon him) house and always gave preference to the needy over his 
(Peace be upon him) own needs. He (Peace be upon him) was so merciful that 
not only people living under and around him (Peace be upon him) call him 
(Peace be upon him) as most humble and merciful, but Allah also certified it 
in Qur’an: 

“That we have sent not thee (O Muhammad) but as a mercy to the 
whole of humankind, as a mercy to all the world” (Al-Ambiya 21:107) 

Honesty, Trustworthiness and Reliability 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) was well known for his (Peace be upon him) 
honesty. The pagans of Makkah -who were openly hostile towards him- 
would leave their valuables with him. His (Peace be upon him) honesty and 
reliability was tested when the pagans of Makkah abused him (Peace be 
upon him) and tortured his companions and drove them out of their homes. 

He (Peace be upon him) ordered his cousin, Hazrat Ali bin Abi Talib (May 
Allah be pleased with him) to postpone his migration for three days to return 
to people their valuables. 

Another example of his (Peace be upon him) honesty, trustworthiness and 
reliability is demonstrated in the Truce of Hudaibiyah, wherein he agreed to 
the article in the treaty which stated that any man who left the Prophet 
(Peace be upon him) would not be returned to him, and any man who left 
Makkah would be returned to them. Before the treaty was concluded a man 
named Abu Jandal bin Amr had managed to escape from the pagans of 
Makkah and rushed to join Muhammad (Peace be upon him). The pagans 
asked Muhammad (Peace be upon him) to honor his pledge and return the 
escapee. The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) said: 
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"0 Abu Jandal! Be patient and ask Allah to grant you patience. Allah will 
surely help you and those who are persecuted and make it easy for you. We 
have signed an agreement with them, and we certainly do not betray or act 
treacherously." (Baihaquee #18611) 

Humbleness 

The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) was the most humble person. 

He (Peace be upon him) was so humble that if a stranger were to enter the 
mosque and approach the Prophet’s sitting place while the prophet 
Muhammad (Peace be upon him) was sitting with his Companions, one 
would not be able to distinguish him (Peace be upon him) from his 
Companions. 

Hazrat Anas bin Malik (may Allah be pleased with him) said: 

"Once, while we were sitting with the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) 
in the (Mosque) Masjid, a man on his camel approached. After he tied it with 
a rope, he asked: ‘Who amongst you is Muhammad (Peace be upon him) ?’ 

The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) was sitting on the ground while 
he was leaning, with his Companions. We directed the Bedouin, saying: ‘This 
white man leaning on the ground.’ The Prophet (Peace be upon him) did not 
differ nor distinguish himself from his Companions." 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) would not hesitate to help the poor, needy 
and widows in their needs. 

Hazrat Anas bin Malik (may Allah be pleased with him) said: 

"A woman from the people of Madeenah who was partially insane said to the 
Prophet (Peace be upon him): ‘I have to ask you [your help] about something.’ 
He (Peace be upon him) helped her and took care of her needs." (Bukhari 
#670) 

One day Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) was going somewhere at 
noon and it was too hot in the desert when He (Peace be upon him) saw an 
old woman carrying her luggage on her head. Prophet Muhammad (Peace be 
upon him) helped her and took the luggage from the woman and carried it 
for her.. 

Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) asked the woman that where she 
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was going and why? She said that I am leaving this town as I have heard 
that a magician named Muhammad (Peace be upon him) is in town. 

As Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace be upon him) was very patient and kind, 
He (Peace be upon him) didn't say a word and kept listening. The old lady 
kept complaining that why she was leaving the town. 

In short the basic reason of her to leave the town was her misconception 
about Muhammad (Peace be upon him), who was walking beside her and she 
didn't knew it. 

While walking with the Holy Prophet (peace be upon Him), that old women 
noticed that this young man have a brightness on his smiling and humble 
face. And she also noticed that His (peace be upon Him) sweat is perfumed. 
She was very impressed. 

When they reached the destination, Muhammad (Peace be upon him) put 
down the bag and was about to leave when the old woman said,"0, kind 
person! At least tell me your name!". Holy Prophet Muhammad (Peace be 
upon him) replied, "I am the person because of whom you left the town. "The 
old lady was amazed to listen that and said that such a kind, helping and 
true person can never be wrong and therefore she also accepted Islam. 

So, the lesson that we get from this, Do not delay helping the weak, the 
destitute, and women, and walk with them without haughtiness nor pride. 
Have mercy on people and animals so that Allah will have mercy on you. 

Love for people what you love for yourself. 

Patience and Forbearance 

Hazrat Anas bin Malik (may Allah be pleased with him) said: "Once, I was 
walking with the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) while he (Peace be 
upon him) was wearing a Yemeni cloak. A Bedouin grabbed him (Peace be 
upon him) strongly. I looked at the side of his (Peace be upon him) neck and 
saw that the edge of the cloak left a mark on his neck. The Bedouin said, ‘0 
Muhammad! (Peace be upon him) Give me [some] of the wealth of Allah that 
you have.’ The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) turned to the 
Bedouin, laughed and ordered that he be given [some money]." (Bukhari 
# 2980 ) 
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Think about this if we had present there, what would have done? 

Another example of his patience is the story of the Jewish Rabbi, Zaid bin 
Sa’nah. Zaid had given something as a loan to the Messenger of Allah (Peace 
be upon him). He himself said, 

"Two or three days prior to the return of the debt, the Messenger of Allah 
(Peace be upon him) was attending the funeral (Jnaza) of a man from the 
Ansar. Hazrat Abu Bakr (may Allah be pleased with him) and Hazrat Umar 
(may Allah be pleased with him), Hazrat Usman (may Allah be pleased with 
him) and some other Companions were with the Prophet (Peace be upon him). 
After he (Peace be upon him) prayed the funeral prayer he (Peace be upon 
him) sat down close to a wall, and I came towards him (Peace be upon him), 
grabbed him by the edges of his (Peace be upon him) cloak, and looked at 
him (Peace be upon him) in a harsh way, and said: '0 Muhammad! (Peace be 
upon him) Will you not pay me back my loan? I have not known the family of 
Abdul-Mutalib (may Allah be pleased with him) to delay in repaying debts!' 

I looked at Umar bin al-Khat’taab (may Allah be pleased with him) - his 
(may Allah be pleased with him) eyes were swollen with anger! He (may 
Allah be pleased with him) looked at me and said: ‘0 Enemy of Allah, do you 
talk to the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) and behave towards him 
in this manner?! By the One who sent him (Peace be upon him) with the 
truth, had it not been for the fear of not entering the Heavenly Gardens, I 
would have beheaded you with my sword! The Prophet (Peace be upon him) 
was looking at Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) in a calm and peaceful 
manner, and he (Peace be upon him) said: ‘0 Umar (may Allah be pleased 
with him), you should have given us sincere counselling, rather than to do 
what you did! 0 Umar (may Allah be pleased with him), go and repay him 
his loan, and give him twenty Sa’a (measurement of weight) extra because 
you scared him!’ 

Hazrat Zaid (may Allah be pleased with him) said: ‘Umar (may Allah be 
pleased with him) went with me, and repaid me the debt, and gave me over 
it twenty Sa’a of dates. I asked him: ‘What is this?’ He said: ‘The Messenger 
of Allah (Peace be upon him) ordered me to give it, because I frightened you.’ 
Zaid then asked Umar : ‘0 Umar (may Allah be pleased with him), do you 
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know who I am?’ 

Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) said: ‘No, I don’t - who are you?’ 

Zaid said: ‘I am Zaid bin Sa’nah.’ 

Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) inquired: ‘The Rabbi?’ Zaid answered: 
‘Yes, the Rabbi.’ Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) then asked him: 
‘What made you say what you said to the Prophet (peace be upon him) and 
do what you did to him (peace be upon him)?’ 

Zaid answered: ‘0 Umar (may Allah be pleased with him), I have seen all the 
signs of prophethood in the face of the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon 
him) except two — (the first) his patience and perseverance precede his anger 
and the second, the more harsher you are towards him, the kinder and more 
patient he (peace be upon him) becomes, and I am now satisfied. 

0 Umar (may Allah be pleased with him), I hold you as a witness that I 
testify and am satisfied that there is no true Allah worthy of being 
worshipped except Allah alone, and my religion is Islam and Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) is my Prophet. I also hold you as a witness that half of 
my wealth - and I am among the wealthiest people in Madeenah - 1 give for 
the sake of Allah to the Muslims.’ Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) 
said: ‘you will not be able to distribute your wealth to all the Muslims, so say, 
‘I will distribute it to some of the followers of Muhammad (peace be upon 
him).’ Zaid said: ‘I said, then I will distribute (the apportioned) wealth to 
some of the Muslim, 

Both Zaid and Umar (may Allah be pleased with them) returned to the 
Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him). 

Zaid said to him (peace be upon him): ‘I bear witness that there is no true 
Allah worthy of being worshipped except Allah alone, and that Muhammad 
(peace be upon him)) is the slave of Allah and His Messenger.’ He (may Allah 
be pleased with him) believed in him, and witnessed many battles and then 
died in the Battle of Tabook while he was encountering the enemy - may 
Allah have mercy on Zaid (may Allah be pleased with him).’ " (Ibn Hibban 
# 288 ) 

A great example of his forgiveness and perseverance is apparent when he 
(peace be upon him) pardoned the people of Makkah after its conquest. When 
the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) gathered the people; who had 
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abused, harmed and tortured him (peace be upon him) and his companions, 
and had driven them out of the city of Makkah, he (peace be upon him) said: 

"What do you think I (peace be upon him) will do to you?’ They answered: 

‘you (peace be upon him) will only do something favorable; you (peace be 
upon him) are a kind and generous brother, and a kind and generous 
nephew!’ The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: ‘Go - you are free to do as 
you wish." (Baihaqi #18055) 

Mercy 

Once when the Prophet (Peace be upon him) went to visit his grandchild he 
shed some tears. 

"The Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) sat with the child while he was 
on his deathbed. The child’s eyes froze in their places like stones. Upon 
seeing that, the Messenger of Allah (Peace be upon him) wept. Hazrat Sa’d 
(may Allah be pleased with him) said to him (Peace be upon him), ‘What is 
this ‘0 Prophet of Allah (Peace be upon him)?’ He (Peace be upon him) said: 
‘This is a mercy that Allah, the Exalted, places in the hearts of His slaves. 
Truly, Allah is merciful to those who are merciful towards others.’ "(Bukhari 
#6942) 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) enjoined upon Muslims to treat the poor 
kindly and to help them with alms, Zakat (palm), and in other ways. He 
(Peace be upon him) said: "He is not a perfect Muslim who eats his fill 
and lets his neighbour go hungry." 

And said another occasion, “Give the worker his wages before his sweat 
dries” 

He (Peace be upon him) asked, "Do you love your Creator? Then love your 
fellow beings first." 

He (Peace be upon him) did not encourage beggary either and stated that 
"Allah is gracious to him, who earns his living by his own labour, and that if 
a man begs to increase his property, Allah will diminish it and whoever has 
food for the day, it is prohibited for him to beg.''To his (Peace be upon him) 
wife he (Peace be upon him) said, "O Hazrat A'isha (may Allah be 
bless with her), love the poor and let them come to you and Allah will 
draw you near to Himself" [Sahih Bukhari] 
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Universal Mercy for Enemies and Animals 

The Prophet's (peace and blessings be upon him) mercy even extended 
to his enemies — he (peace and blessings be upon him) never sought 
revenge. 

Hazrat A’ishah (may Allah be pleased with her) said: 

T asked the Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him): "Did you face a day 
harder and more intense than the Battle of Uhud?' He (peace be upon him) 
replied: T (peace be upon him) suffered a lot from your people! The worst I 
(peace be upon him) suffered was on the Day of al-’Aqabah when I spoke to 
Ali bin Abd Yaleel bin Abd Kilaal (in order to support me) but he 
disappointed me and left me. I (peace be upon him) left the area while I 
(peace be upon him) was quite worried, and walked - when I (peace be upon 
him) reached an area called Qarn ath-Tha’alib, I (peace be upon him) raised 
my head to the sky and noticed a cloud that shaded me. Jabriel (Alaih-e- 
salam) called me and said: ‘0 Muhammad (peace be upon him)! Allah, the 
Exalted, has heard what your people have said to you - and has sent the 
Angel in charge of the mountains, so you can command him to do what you 
please.’ The Prophet (peace be upon him) said: ‘The Angel in charge of the 
mountains called me saying: ‘May Allah praise you and keep safe from all 
evil! 0 Muhammad (peace be upon him), I will do whatever you command me 
to do. If you like I can bring the Akh-shabain Mountains together and crush 
them all.’ The Messenger of Allah (peace be upon him) said: ‘I am looking (It 
may be) that Allah raises from among them a progeny who worship Allah 
alone and associate no partners with Him.’ (Bukhari #3059) 

Narrated Hazrat Abu Huraira (may Allah be pleased with him): The Prophet 
(may Allah's blessings and peace be upon him) said, "One of the rights is that 
she camels should be milked at places of water." (Bukhari) 

It is reported that in one of the battles some of the Companions went to 
him, to find a Bedouin sitting with him. "Allah's Apostle (peace and 
blessings be upon him) said, "This (Bedouin) took my sword out of its 
sheath while I was asleep. When I woke up, the naked sword was in his 
hand and he said to me, 'Who can save you from me?', I replied, 
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'Allah. '...(Now) here he is (sitting)." Allah's Apostle (peace and blessings 
be upon him) did not punish him (for that)" (Bukhari). 

In another authentic narration, that Bedouin -called Ghawrath- was 
forgiven by the Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) and allowed 
to return to his tribe. The man told his people, "I am now coming 
from the presence of the best of men." 

The Prophet's (peace and blessings be upon him) universal message of 
mercy did not include only human beings, but also animals. 

'Hazrat Abdullah ibn-e- Mas'ud (may Allah be pleased with him) said 
"We were with the Messanger of Allah (peace and blessings be upon him) 
during a journey. He (peace and blessings be upon him) went to ease 
himself. We saw a bird with her two young ones and we captured her 
young ones. The bird came and began to spread its wings. The prophet 
Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) came and said: "Who 
grieved this for its young ones ? Return its young ones to it." 

He (peace and blessings be upon him) also saw an ant village that we 
had burnt. He (peace and blessings be upon him) asked: "Who has burnt 
this?" We replied: “We did”. He (peace and blessings be upon him) said: 
"It is not proper to punish with fire except the Lord of fire ." (Abu 
Dawud). 

On another occasion, the Holy Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings 
be upon him) saw a donkey on the road with a brand on its face, and 
said, "Allah's curse is on him who branded it." (Muslim) Prophet 
Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him and his house) called 
not to kill even a frog and he said, “Its croaking is tasbeeh (praising 
Allah).” 

Hazrat Jabir ibn Abdullah (may Allah be pleased with him) narrated 
that a camel came to the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings be upon 
him), prostrated itself as a sign of respect, and knelt beside him. The 
Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) asked about its owner, so a 
group of young people from the Ansar said they are the owners. He 
(peace and blessings be upon him) asked them what is wrong with it, 
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they said that they used it for twenty years till it became old, so they 
decided to slaughter it. He (peace and blessings be upon him) asked 
them to treat it well till it dies. Moreover, the Prophet (peace and 
blessings be upon him) asked Muslims not to over-burden animals by 
riding on their backs during their talks. 

To conclude, the famous Muslim poet, Rumi, wrote: 

The light of Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) has become 

distributed in millions of pieces 

And has encompassed the whole world 

The Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) was like the lightening 

of that light. 

When it strikes, all veils of disbelief are torn and 

Thousands of monks are influenced by Muhammad (peace and blessings 

be upon him) and run toward him. 

His Words are all pearls from the ocean of reality 

Because his heart was united with the ocean of truth 

Richness and Contentment of the Heart 

Hazrat Umar bin al-Khattab (may Allah be pleased with him) said: T (may 
Allah be pleased with him) entered the Messenger’s (peace be upon him) 
house and I found him sitting on a mat. He (peace be upon him) had a 
leather pillow stuffed with fibres. He (peace be upon him) had a pot of water 
by his feet, and there was some clothes hung on the wall. His side had marks 
due to the mat that he lay on. Hazrat Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) 
wept when he saw this, and the Messenger (peace be upon him) asked him: 
‘Why do you weep?’ Hazrat Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) said: ‘0 
Prophet of Allah (peace be upon him)! Khosrau and Caesar enjoy the best of 
this world, and you (peace be upon him) are suffering in poverty?!’ 

He (peace be upon him) said: ‘Aren’t you pleased that they enjoy this 
world, and we will enjoy the Hereafter?’ (Bukhari #4629) 
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The Ideal Husband 

The Prophet’s (Peace be upon him) beloved wife, Hazrat A’isha (may Allah be 
pleased with her) said for her noble husband (Peace be upon him), “He 
(Peace be upon him) always helped with housework and would at 
times mend his (Peace be upon him) clothes, repaired his (Peace be 
upon him) shoes and sweep the floor, He (Peace be upon him) would 
milk, protect and feed his (Peace be upon him) animals and do 
household chores” 

Not only was he (Peace be upon him) a devoted husband, he (Peace be upon 
him) also encouraged his (Peace be upon him) companions to follow his 
(Peace be upon him) example, 

“The most perfect of the believers in faith are the best of them in 
morales. And the best among them are those who are best to their 
wives.” 

Allah says in Qur’Aan, Indeed you (Muhammad) are on an exalted 
standard of character.” (Al-Qalam 68:4) 

All People Are Equal 

The Holy Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) was also very 
sensitive towards human sufferings. When he (peace and blessings be 
upon him) heard of a slave being tortured, he (peace and blessings be 
upon him) commanded one of his Companions to buy that slave's 
freedom. His famous hadith about the treatment of slaves is a great 
example of his universal teachings. He (peace and blessings be upon 
him) used to say, "Your slaves are your brothers and Allah has 
put them under your command. So whoever has a brother under 
his command should feed him of what he eats and dress him of 
what he wears. Do not ask them (slaves) to do things beyond their 
capacity (power) and if you do so, then help them." (Bukhari) 

Slaves demonstrated great love toward Prophet Muhammad (peace and 
blessings be upon him). On one occasion, he (peace and blessings be 
upon him) asked Zayd ibn Harithah (may Allah be pleased with him), a 
slave he (peace and blessings be upon him) freed, if he would like to go 
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back with his father who had come to take him, and Zayd refused, 
preferring to stay with the Holy Prophet (peace and blessings be upon 
him). 

The Messenger's (peace and blessings be upon him) Farewell Sermon on 

the plain of 'Arafat also has remarkable aspects of the universality of 

his message. In this sermon, he (peace and blessings be upon 

him) spoke about women, the relationship between races, and slaves. In 

fact, because of Muhammad's (peace and blessings be upon 

him) message, within the span of thirty years after his death it was 

difficult to find slaves in Arabia. The Qur'anic verse clearly says that, 

(O mankind! We created you from a single (pair) of a male and a 
female, and made you into nations and tribes, that you may know 
each other. Verily the most honored of you in the sight of Allah is 
(he who is) the most righteous of you) (Al-Hujurat 49:13) 

In his Last Sermon, the Noble Prophet (peace and blessings be upon 
him) emphasized this aspect of his message. He (peace be upon him) 
said that all humankind is from Adam and Eve: an Arab has no 
superiority over a non-Arab and a non-Arab has no superiority 
over an Arab. Also, a white person has no superiority over a 
black one and a black person has no superiority over a white one. 
Furthermore, of women he (peace be upon him) stressed that it is true 
that husbands have certain rights in regard to their women, but 
their women also have rights over them. The Prophet (peace and 
blessings be upon him) successfully established a sense of responsibility 
and conscience in the minds and hearts of his people. 

The foremost feature we observe in his (peace be upon him) apostolic 
mission is that he (peace be upon him) addresses man in his capacity as a 
human being, setting aside all distinctions of colour, race, language or 
country. 

He (peace be upon him) propounds tenets for the welfare of all mankind. 
Whoever has faith in these tenets is a Muslim and enters the fold of the 
universal brotherhood of Islam. Black or white, belonging to the East or the 
West, the Arab or the non-Arab, wherever a human being may be living, 
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whatever the country, nation or race in which he is born; irrespective of the 
tongue he speaks or the colour of his skin, the call of the Prophet (peace be 
upon him) is addressed to everyone. Taboos, inequality, racial or class 
distinctions, linguistic, territorial or geographic bias-nothing that divides 
man from man has any place in the society of Islam. 

The Prophet (Peace be upon him) taught his followers a simple code of life. 

He wanted them to live peacefully, serve others, speak the truth and help the 
needy. His (peace be upon him) life is a living source of inspirations to the 
world. And ave the lesson that are the people are equal. 

Lives of great men all remind us. 

We can make our lives sublime. 

And departing leave behind us. 

Footprints on the sands of time. 

No life — history of any man has such an inspiring record of the day-to-day 
events as the simple but stirring story of the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
(Peace be upon him). 

0 Mankind! The personality of the Holy Prophet (Peace be upon him) is a 
vast ocean of wisdom, and no work, however elaborate, can encompass it. A 
single address could hardly do justice to this subject. Nevertheless, I have 
endeavored to focus attention on some of the outstanding aspects of the Holy 
Prophet's (Peace be upon him) personality. Fortunate, indeed, are those who 
follow the lead of this Supreme Guide. 


Political Skills of The Holy Prophet (peace be upon 
him) 

"... And He (peace be upon him) made the Messenger the best example 
for the whole of mankind to emulate, by making the Messenger (peace 
be upon him) dearer to the believers than their own fathers, mothers, 
brothers and selves. Allah (peace be upon him) said, "Indeed in the 
Messenger of Allah you have the best example" [Al-Ahzab: 21], 

He (peace be upon him) was also a political leader. As a political leader the 
Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) unified the Arabian peninsula, 
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established a great state whose capital was Madinah, defeated his enemies, 
and had most successful military expeditions. However, his (peace be upon 
him) real political leadership was in the realm of morality and spirituality in 
which he (peace be upon him) conducted himself perfectly in situations of 
weakness as well as strength. 

HolyProphet (Blessings and Peace be upon Him) was an excellent, brilliant, 
outstanding and a perfect time policy maker. It is the quality of a leader to 
make a perfect and futuristic policy in very critical environment. Sometimes 
a common person can’t think as a leader thinks. A common person just 
observing the ground realities as what happening at the current time but a 
leader have also observe the future circumstances and then make his policy, 
keeping present situation and also future circumstances in his mind 

His (peace be upon him) way of dealing in Makkah and Madinah indicates 
his (peace be upon him) great political leadership. Allah granted him the 
special gift to resolve conflicts and disputes. Even before he became the 
Prophet of Allah, he (peace be upon him) was able to resolve a major dispute 
between the people of Makkah. It is reported that the people of Makkah were 
repairing the walls of the Ka'bah. When the time came to place the Black 
Stone in its place in the south east corner of the Ka'bah, each tribe wanted to 
have this honor. Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) was asked to 
be the judge and decide the matter fairly. He (peace be upon him) resolved 
this dispute with great wisdom in an amicable way. He (peace be upon him) 
spread his own cloak on the ground and placed the Stone upon it. He (peace 
be upon him) then asked representatives of each tribe to lift the cloak 
together. When the Black Stone reached the required height from the ground 
he (peace be upon him) went forward and set it in its place. He (peace be 
upon him) preached the message to all and did not isolate himself from his 
(peace be upon him) society. 

The Hijrah to Ethiopia is also an example of his (peace be upon him) political 
skill in seeking alliances with others. When the persecution increased in 
Makkah and some of his followers found it difficult to live in that 
environment, he (peace be upon him) allowed them to migrate to Ethiopia 
and seek the help of the Christian King there. In Ethiopia Muslims found 
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peace and they reciprocated the King’s hospitality with prayers and support 
for the King and his party. Muslims’ relations were so good with the 
monarch that he grew to love Islam and before his death he became a 
Muslim. Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him) was a 
skillful and courageous political leader. 

The Last Words of The Prophet (peace be upon him) 

The last words of the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) — 
before he bade farewell to this world - were: “0 Allah, (with) the higher 
companions”. 

This is the title that al-Bukhaari gave to a chapter in Kitaab al-Maghaazi in 
his Saheeh: “The last words of the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be 
upon him)”, 

where he quoted the hadeeth of ‘Aa’isha (may Allah be pleased with her) who 
said: When the Prophet was healthy, he used to say, “No soul of a Prophet is 
taken until he has been shown his place in Paradise and then he is given the 
choice.” When death approached him while his head was on my thigh, he 
(peace be upon him) became unconscious and then recovered consciousness. 

He (peace be upon him) then looked at the ceiling of the house and said, “O 
Allah! I said (to myself), “He is not going to choose (to stay with) us.” 
Then I understood what he meant when he said that to us when he was 
healthy. The last words he spoke were, "O Allah! (with) the highest 
companions.” 

How to Follow Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him)? 

Allah sent His prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) and 
taught him to be the best in ethics throughout history. So, we would never 
find any new moral ethics — now or ever - without finding it in the complete 
personality of our beloved prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him). 

Here is a little hint of what I conclude as the most important prophetic ethics 
and manners, which set an example to all mankind. Most important is love 
and mercy, which was the big title for this character. This is in addition to 
many great points - yet simple - from which we can conclude the following: 
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• When you like people to follow an order of Islam, do it to yourself before 
ordering others to do it. 

• Try to be a practical example of the Qur’an, for the prophet (peace be upon 
him) was a ‘walking Qur’an’. 

• Remember that the best of Muslims is the one who is best in his home, just 
like the prophet (peace be upon him) who called for treating kids and wife 
with mercy and love. 

• Visiting your neighbour and checking upon their welfare is a simple 
application of the prophet’s (peace be upon him) sunnah (traditions). 

• Give your fellow-Muslims their rights: Say salaam Peace upon you), visiting 
their patients, following their funeral, responding to their invitations etc.... 

I also need to repeat that he was the role model in his ethics. He reflected 
the best ethics in world history, by applying these values in reality. Among 
these ethics and values are also the following: 

• Truthfulness 

• Honesty 

• Love and mercy for all Muslims and the whole world. 

• Treating children with extreme tenderness and mercy. 

• Being the first man in the fronts during battles. 

• Never submit to anger, except if the borders of Allah were crossed. 

• Humbleness. 

• Tolerance and patience with hardship when it comes to materialistic life. 

• Giving more care and attention to the soul and providing it through much 
fasting and night prayers (qiyam-al-layl) 

• Confirming the importance of science in fighting ignorance. 

• Wisdom in da'wah. For example: using simple language while preaching 
people so that they can understand and comprehend, giving the right thing 
to the right person in a right time and place, and using a slow gradual plan 
to develop faith (imaan) in people’s hearts, etc. 
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Is Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) The 
Best of Creation? 

The Holy Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) said: Every Prophet 
used to be sent to his nation only, but I have been sent to all 
mankind. (Sahih Al-Bukhari, Vol.l Hadith No. 331) 

Prophet Mohammed (peace be upon him) will be the one who will intercede 
on behalf of all humans, but specially for Muslims. Intercession means 
mediating for someone else to gain some benefit or ward off some harms, 
our prophet (peace be upon him) will intercede for us entering to heaven. 
Prophet Mohammad (peace be upon him) himself said : “I will be the 
first one to intercede concerning Paradise.” Muslim 
There is a great deal of evidence about the virtues and unique characteristics 
of the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him), but as far as we 
know there is no text that clearly states that the Prophet (peace and 
blessings of Allah be upon him) is the best of creation. What has been 
narrated is that he (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is the best of 
mankind and the leader of the sons of Adam. 

Sahi Muslim Shareef (4223) (A authentic book of hadith) narrated that 

Abu Hurayrah (may Allah be pleased with him) said: The Messenger 
of Allah (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) said: “I will be 
the leader of the sons of Adam on the Day of Resurrection, and the 
first one for whom the grave is opened, and the first one to intercede 
and the first one whose intercession will be accepted.” 

The scholars understood from this text and others which speak of the virtues 
of our Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) that He (peace be 
upon him) is the best of Allah’s creation. 

Al-Nawawi (may Allah have mercy on him) said in Sharh Saheeh Muslim: 

This hadeeth indicates that he (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is 
superior to all of creation, because the view of Ahl al-Sunnah is that humans 
are better than the angels, and he (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) 
is superior to humans and others. 

The scholars all described the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon 
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him) as the best of creation, and it will be sufficient to refer to a few of them, 
so as to avoid making this article too lengthy. So i am going to write just a 
few, 

The scholars of the Standing Committee for Issuing Fatwas were asked: 
Should we say that the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is 
the best of mankind or the best of creation? Is there any evidence that he is 
the best of creation as many people say? 

They replied: Many texts in the Qur’Aan and Sunnah speak of the greatness 
of our Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) and his sublime status 
before his Lord, may He (peace be upon him) be exalted, through the noble 
attributes and unique characteristics that Allah bestowed only upon him, 
which indicates that he (peace be upon him) is the best of creation, the most 
honoured by Allah and the greatest in status before Him. Allah says 
(interpretation of the meaning): 

“Allah has sent down to you the book (QurAan), and Al-Hikmah 
(Islamic laws, knowledge of legal and illegal things), and taught you 
that which you knew not. And Ever Great is the Grace of Allah unto 
you (O Muhammad (peace be upon him ))” (An-Nisa’ 4:113) 

It is difficult to list all the diff erent types of honour that Allah has bestowed, 
for example: Allah took him as a beloved and close friend; He made him the 
Seal (attested) of His Messengers; He revealed the best of His Books to him, 
and made his message one that applies to both mankind and the jinn until 
the Day of Resurrection; 

He caused miracles to happen at his hand that superseded those of all the 
Prophets (peace be upon them) who came before him (peace be upon him); He 
(peace be upon him) is the leader of all mankind and also will be the leader 
of the sons of Adam (on the Day of Resurrection (judgement)), the first one 
for whom the grave will be opened, and the first one to intercede and the first 
one whose intercession will be accepted; in his (peace be upon him) hand will 
be a banner of praise on the Day of Resurrection (judgement); he will be the 
first one to cross al-siraat (a bridge across Hell), the first one would enter in 
Paradise . . . and many other unique characteristics and miracles that are 
mentioned in the Qur’Aan and Sunnah, which led the scholars to agree 
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unanimously that the Prophet (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is 
the greatest of creation in mankind before Allah, may He be exalted. 

The Muslims are unanimously agreed that the Prophet (peace and blessings 
of Allah be upon him) is the greatest of creation in all over the world before 
Allah, and no other created being has any personality that is higher than his 
(peace be upon him) or any power of intercession that is greater than his 
(peace be upon him) . 

From what has been mentioned above and elsewhere it is clear that our 
Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings of Allah be upon him) is the best of 
the Prophets (peace be upon them) and the best of creation, and the greatest 
of them before Allah, may He be exalted. 

He (peace be upon him) left behind an extremely moderate heritage. As a 
matter of fact, He (peace be upon him ) had said "We prophets (peace be 
upon them) do not leave a will. The only kind of wealth that we leave 
is sadaqas" (Ibn Sa‘d, II, p.314; Buhari, "Humus", 1) 

When he (peace be upon him) died, he had a white mule, weapons and lands. 
He (peace be upon him) had ordered that the income of his (peace be upon 
him) lands be spent for his family and the rest be handed over to the 
treasury. Shortly before his (peace be upon him) death, the Prophet (peace be 
upon him) said that he (peace be upon him) would be embarrassed before 
Allah and thus commanded that his remaining 7 dirhams be distributed 
among the poor. Some armour that belonged to him was held in pawn by a 
Jew in return for his debts. The spiritual heritage of Prophet Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) is extremely great and valuable both for his (peace be 
upon him) Ummah (community) and indeed for all of mankind. 

As he (peace be upon him) stated in his Farewell Sermon, Prophet 
Muhammad (peace be upon him) left us the Qur’an and the sunnah. The 
religions of Islam and Islamic civilization have been shaped around these 
two sources; a vast geography has been influenced for centuries and has 
taken its place in the history of mankind. 
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Universal Message 

Muhammad as a man had already passed away, but as a Prophet (peace be 
upon him) he left behind him a legacy in the form of the Qur'an and the 
Sunnah. He (peace be upon him) stressed the urgent need to hold firmly to 
these two sources during his farewell speech in the valley of Arafat. If people 
hold fast to them, they will never go astray. The teachings he (peace be upon 
him) left for us if put into practice in their true spirit and proper way will 
bring a happy life in this world and besides the indubitable rewards that will 
be received by those who believed in them in the life after death. In this 
sense, Islam is a worldly religion which cares first for the worldly affairs of 
humanity. The Hereafter is merely a continuation of the worldly life. It is 
difficult to portend that man can be saved in the Hereafter without being 
saved in this world. The safe way is to follow the way shown to us by the 
Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him). When his (peace be upon him) wife, 
' Hazrat Ayeshah (may Allah be pleased with her), was asked by a 
companion about the Prophet's (peace be upon him) daily conduct, ' Hazrat 
Ayeshah (may Allah be pleased with her) replied that the conduct of the 
Prophet (peace be upon him) was the Qur'an which is the guidance from 
Allah and Muhammad (peace be upon him) was given authority by Allah to 
interpret it. That is why his (peace be upon him) conduct was the exemplary 
of human conduct. The increased interest in Islamic studies by Muslims and 
non-Muslims supported by the advanced printing technology has begun to 
open the eyes of the world about the true teachings and intrinsic values of 
Islam. 

Although Prophet Muhammad's (peace and blessings be upon him) 
message addressed Arabs first, its nearest audience, it was not limited 
to a particular nation. Many Qur'Aanic verses transcend locality, region, 
ethnicity, and nationality by starting with the call, "0 Human 
beings," or "0 People. "The Prophet's (peace and blessings be upon him) 
message brings the idea that everything in creation is a living, chanting, 
obedient worshipper of Allah, regardless of whether they are humans, 
animals, or other creatures. In the Qur'an said, (The seven heavens 
and the earth, and all beings therein, declare His glory: there is 
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not a thing but celebrates His praise; And yet you understand not 
how they declare His glory ) (Al-Israa’ 17:44) 

He invites the reader to enter the world in which the Qur'an was 
revealed and see the darkness that dominated it. In Arabia, before the 
Prophet, the meaning of creatures was not recognized. The Qur'Aanic 
revelation breathed life into the world of nature and taught that the 
creatures around us were not dead and meaningless matters. Instead, 
all of them were praising Allah with great joy through their own 
languages. The same Islamic scholar invites the audience to ride the 
vehicle of history and travel to the land of Arabia to see the situation 
there before and after the emergence of Islam. One should keep in mind 
that to change a little vice, such as a bad habit, is difficult enough, let 
alone changing the minds and the hearts of an entire society as the 
Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) did. Even in our modern 
world, with a comparison made by this Islamic scholar, if one hundred 
philosophers with all their knowledge were to go to Arabia and work for 
one hundred years, they would not be able to make the changes that 
Muhammad made in twenty-three years. He successfully transformed 
this wild society into a civilized community and shaped leaders for a 
new civilization. 


Comments from Non-Muslims 

Mahatma K Gandhi, a major political leader of Indian independence 
movement, remarked: 

“It was the rigid simplicity, the utter self-effacement of the Prophet, 
the scrupulous regard for his pledges, his intense devotion to his 
friends and followers, his intrepidity, his fearlessness, his absolute 
trust in Allah and his own mission. These and not the sword carried 
everything before them and surmounted every obstacle.” 

George Bernard Shaw, the British playwright, declared: “The world 
is in dire need of a man with the mind of Muhammad (Peace be upon 
him); religious people in the Middle Ages, due to their ignorance and 
prejudice, had pictured him in a very dark way as they used to 
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consider him the enemy of Christianity, But after looking into the 
story of this man I found it to be an amazing and a miraculous one, 
and I came to the conclusion that he was never an enemy of 
Christianity, and must be called instead the saviour of humanity. In 
my opinion, if he was to be given control over the world today, he 
would solve our problems and secure the peace and happiness which 
the world is longing for.” 

Nepolean Bonaparte-Quoted in Christian Cherfils Bonaparte ET 
Islam (Paris 1914) 

“I hope the time is not far off when I shall be able to unite all the wise 
and educated men of all the countries and establish a uniform 
regime based on the principles of Qur'an which alone are true and 
which alone can lead men to happiness.” 

Rev. Bosworth Smith, Mohammed and Mohammadanism, London 
1874, p. 92: 

"He was Caesar and Pope in one; but he was Pope without Pope's 
pretensions, Caesar without the legions of Caesar: without a standing 
army, without a bodyguard, without a palace, without a fixed 
revenue; if ever any man had the right to say that he ruled by the 
right divine, it was Mohammed, for he had all the power without its 
instruments and without its supports." 

Lamartine - Histoire de la Turquie, Paris 1854, Vol II, pp. 276-77: 

"If greatness of purpose, smallness of means, and astounding results 
are the three criteria of human genius, who could dare to compare 
any great man in modern history with Muhammad? The most famous 
men created arms, laws and empires only. They founded, if anything 
at all, no more than material powers which often crumbled away 
before their eyes. This man moved not only armies, legislations, 
empires, peoples and dynasties, but millions of men in one-third of 
the then inhabited world; and more than that, he moved the altars, 
the Allahs, the religions, the ideas, the beliefs and souls... the 
forbearance in victory, his ambition, which was entirely devoted to 
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one idea and in no manner striving for an empire; his endless prayers, 
his mystic conversations with Allah, his death and his triumph after 
death; all these attest not to an imposture but to a firm conviction 
which gave him the power to restore a dogma. This dogma was 
twofold, the unit of Allah and the immateriality of Allah; the former 
telling what Allah is, the latter telling what Allah is not; the one 
overthrowing false Allahs with the sword, the other starting an idea 
with words. 

"Philosopher, orator, apostle, legislator, warrior, conqueror of ideas, 
restorer of rational dogmas, of a cult without images; the founder of 
twenty terrestrial empires and of one spiritual empire, that is 
Muhammad (peace be upon him). As regards all standards by which 
human greatness may be measured, we may well ask, is there any 
man greater than he?" 

Michael H. Hart, The 100: 

"My choice of Muhammad to lead the list of the world's most 
influential persons may surprise some readers and may be questioned 
by others, but he was the only man in history who was supremely 
successful on both the religious and secular level." 

Prof. Ramakrishna Rao explains his point by saying: 

"The personality of Muhammad (peace be upon him), it is most 
difficult to get into the whole truth of it. Only a glimpse of it can I 
catch. What a dramatic succession of picturesque scenes! There is 
Muhammad (peace be upon him), the Prophet. There is Muhammad 
(peace be upon him), the Warrior, Muhammad (peace be upon him), 
the Businessman; Muhammad (peace be upon him), the Statesman; 
Muhammad (peace be upon him), the Orator; Muhammad (peace be 
upon him), the Reformer; Muhammad (peace be upon him), the 
Protector of Slaves; Muhammad (peace be upon him), the 
Emancipator of Women; Muhammad (peace be upon him), the Judge; 
Muhammad (peace be upon him), the Saint. All in all these 
magnificent roles, in all these departments of human activities, he 
(peace be upon him) is like a hero." 
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
